SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

If Section 2 of this Act takes effect, Section 1 of this Act shall be abrogated and
of no further force and effect.

SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall be
construed to apply only prospectively and may not be applied or interpreted to have
any effect on or application to any building permit for which an application is
submitted before the effective date of this Act.

SECTION 5. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, subject to the provisions
of Section 3 of this Act, this Act shall take effect October 1, 2012.
